The White House Office of 
Public Liaison sent us these points on 
Judge Kavanaugh and the Second 
Amendment: 

[Supreme Court nominee] 
Judge Kavanaugh’s 12-year record as 
a judge demonstrates a commitment to 
the Constitution and the rule of law. 
Second Amendment 

* Judge Kavanaugh has 
applied the Supreme Court's holding in 
District of Columbia v. Heller (2008) 
that—while “traditional and common 
gun laws in the United States remain 
constitutionally permissible"—the 
Second Amendment protects an 
individual right to keep and bear arms. 

“ Judge Kavanaugh 
dissented in Heller II (2011)—the 
follow-on Heller case in the D.C. 
Circuit—from a majority opinion 
upholding both D.C.'s ban on 
semiautomatic rifles and its broad gun 
registration requirement. 

* Although Judge 

Kavanaugh recognized the 

“longstanding problem of gun violence 
in the District of Columbia,” he did not 
believe that these restrictions were a 
constitutionally permissible solution 
under Heller. 

* He began his dissent by 
noting the court’s limited role: “As a 
lower court ... it is not our role to re¬ 
litigate Heller or to bend it in any 
particular direction. Our sole job is to 
faithfully apply Heller and the approach 
it set forth for analyzing gun bans and 
regulations.” 

* Because the Supreme 
Court's approach in Heller focused on 
“text, history, and tradition,” Judge 
Kavanaugh’s dissent did too. 


Because semi-automatic 
rifles have not traditionally been 
banned and are in common use by law- 
abiding citizens today, Judge 
Kavanaugh indicated that he would 
have held them to be protected under 
Heller's test. 

Similarly, because D.C.’s 
registration requirement for all guns 
was not traditional (and was, in fact, 
highly unusual), Judge Kavanaugh’s 
dissent explained that it also failed 
Heller's test. 

* Judge Kavanaugh’s 
dissent is an excellent example of 
faithful adherence to the Constitution 
and to Supreme Court precedent. It is 
exactly the sort of conscientious 
approach Americans should be able to 
expect from all federal judges.

4 more states accused in fight 
over 3-D printed guns 

Four more states and a 
number of individuals have been added 
as defendants to a lawsuit against the 
federal government over its decision to 
renege on an agreement regarding the 
sharing of 3-D firearms printing 
technology. 

WND reported last month 
the Second Amendment Foundation 
and Defense Distributed were pursuing 
a federal lawsuit against New Jersey 
and Los Angeles officials after they 
threatened a proposal to post online 3- 
D printer plans for guns. 

The settlement of that 
lawsuit would allow Defense Distributed 
to post its computer files online. 

However, prior to the Aug. 1 
effective date for the resolution, other 
governmental units launched their own 
lawsuits. 


The new compliant, filed in 
the U.S. District Court for the Western 
District of Texas in Austin, names both 
the New Jersey attorney general and 
the Los Angeles city attorney, accusing 
them of unconstitutional prior restraint. 

Now, SAF says it has 

amended its case to add New York 
Gov. Andrew Cuomo, Pennsylvania 

Gov. Thomas Wolf, Delaware AG 

Matthew Denn, Pennsylvania AG Josh 
Shapiro, along with original defendants, 
New Jersey AG Gurbir S. Grewal and 
Los Angeles City Attorney Michael 
Feuer. 

The complaint states the 

defendants “are so eager to abridge the 
Second Amendment's right to keep and 
bear arms that they are willing abridge 
the First Amendment as a means of 
doing so.” 

“Under the color of state 
law, the defendants are denying us our 
civil and constitutional rights by waging 
a coordinated and politically fueled 
campaign to censor Defense 
Distributed,” said SAF founder Alan M. 
Gottlieb. 

“What these public officials 
are attempting is an unconstitutional 
exercise of prior restraint,” he added. 
“They are trying to prevent Defense 
Distributed and its founder, Cody 
Wilson, from exercising free speech." 

“This has turned into a 
classic First Amendment case,” 
Gottlieb said. “Only because this case 
involves technical information on 
production of firearm components on a 
3-D printer have these anti-rights 
officials acted to squelch it. We cannot 
allow this to happen.” 

A Bloomberg editorial [July 
30, 2018] argued privately made guns 
without serial numbers already are 
available legally, but the process 
requires “significant expertise.”

UN Continues to Fight to 
Disarm All Americans

The United Nations is 
gearing up for round two in the fight to 
disarm the American public. Last 
month, the UNs’ International Action 
Network on Small Arms (IANSA) held a 
week-long conference geared towards 
making gun control an international 
priority. 

Wanting world domination, 
the global elites are seeking to prevent 
Americans from being able to escape 
the slavery they have planned for 
everyone by enacting “global gun 
control.” According to Townhall's Beth 
Baumann, during the conference, UN

In 2017, 56 peacekeepers died in 
violent attacks - the highest number in 
over two decades.... 

Small arms control is a 
prerequisite for stability and conflict 
prevention, which is critical to achieve 
the mutually reinforcing goals of 
sustaining peace and sustainable 
development. 

Only through sustainable 
development will we be able to build 
just, peaceful and inclusive societies 
and to achieve lasting peace. 

The 2030 Agenda for 
Sustainable Development is our agreed 
roadmap for building peaceful, resilient 
and prosperous societies on a healthy 
planet. Among the 17 Goals, there is a 
specific target to reduce arms flows, 
based on improving the tracing of 
weapons. 

The Agenda for 
Disarmament that I launched last 


month includes a renewed focus on 
controlling small arms. And it includes 
my commitment to establish a 
dedicated facility within the 
Peacebuilding Fund, to ensure solid 
financing for coordinated, integrated, 
sustained small arms control 
measures. 

When the UN says that over 
a half a million have been killed by 
guns worldwide, they conveniently 
leave out the number of people killed in 
wars and by governments pretending to 
act on the behalf of people (democide- 
death by your OWN government). 

But just how many people 
were killed by their own governments 
(democide)? Well, it’s hard to say 
according to Glenn Floyd, the stats are 
deliberately concealed by State 
Coroners. It far outpaces private 
murderers and suicides. 

Governments always offer 
excuses for the murder, like 
overpopulation, political opposition, and 
economic concerns. But that doesn’t 
mean they've provided adequate 
justification to the immoral killings.

U.S. Promises ‘Full 
Implementation’ of UN Gun- 
control Agreement

June 29 marked the end of the 
Third Review Conference (RevCon) of 
the UNs’ Programme of Action (PoA) 
on Small Arms and Light Weapons. 
Delegates at the conference, including 
representatives of the United States, 
worked on producing updates to the 
global gun-control agreement. 

According to the latest draft of 
the agreement, the PoA will serve as 
an “international instrument to enable 
states to identify and trace, in a timely 
and reliable manner” the small arms 
and light weapons that are the target of 
the scheme. 

In practice, this means that 
the governments of member nations 
(including the US) should create an all- 
inclusive database of all parties that 
manufacture, own, sell, trade, or 
transfer arms and ammunition. 

After the catalog is complete, 
Congress could, hypothetically, pass a 
law (or the president would issue an 
executive order) compelling “voluntary” 
surrender of whatever privately-owned 
weapons, ammo, parts, and 
components (including reloading 
equipment) the UN deems “illicit.” If 
citizens don't turn in these now-illicit 


items, then officers will be sent to 

remind violators of their responsibility to 
disarm. 

The PoA delegates — 

including those from the US — agreed 
to begin developing domestic legal 

frameworks that will provide for the 
“proper management of small arms and 
light weapons stockpiles.” 

The PoA places the 

enforcement of the provisions “into the 
operational activities of United Nations 
peacekeeping missions.” 

In other words, should the 
Congress and the president fail to 
begin seizing and stockpiling privately 
owned weapons “in a timely manner,” 
then the UN will deploy blue-helmeted 
peacekeeping troops to assist in the 
operation. 

The final draft of the report of 
the latest RevCon lists six points to 
which all member states agreed to 
advance within their respective 
domestic governments.... 

Anyone with even the most 
cursory constitutional education will be 
able to identify several significant 
problems. 

First, the Second Amendment 
to the Constitution would have to be 
repealed.... 

Second, the agreement would 
require the repeal of the 10th 
Amendment, as it would place state 
governments, as well as state and local 
law enforcement, subject to federal and 
international agencies. Placing the 
state governments and their resources 
at the mercy of the federal and 
international governing bodies would 
violate the anti-commandeering 
principle which holds that the federal 
government cannot coerce states into 
participating in federal programs. 

Third, the appointment of a 
“liaison” between the federal 
government and the UN would be an 
extra-constitutional act that would 
endow an unelected person with the 
“necessary means to carry out” the 
Programme of Action in the US.... 

The “Working Paper 
Submitted by the United States” 
declares that “Implementation [of the 
PoA] must remain priority #1” and that 
“the United States continues to support 
full implementation of the PoA at the 
global, regional, and national levels.” 

Perhaps Americans who 
oppose eventual disarmament by the 
UN and the participation of our 
government in that betrayal should

U.S. appeals court upholds 
right to carry gun in public 

(Reuters) - A federal 
appeals court ruled on Tuesday that 
the U.S. Constitution’s Second 
Amendment guarantees a right to 
openly carry a gun in public for self- 
defense, finding that Hawaii 
overstepped its authority to regulate 
firearms possession outside the home. 

The ruling by a three-judge 
panel on the 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals, makes the San Francisco- 
based court the sixth U.S. circuit court 
to interpret the Second Amendment 
that way and could set the issue on a 
path toward the U.S. Supreme Court, 
which has not taken up a major gun 
rights case since 2010. 

In a 2-1 decision, the panel 
found Hawaii infringed on the rights of 
plaintiff George Young when it twice 
denied him a permit the state requires 
to openly carry a gun in public. 

“We do not take lightly the 
problem of gun violence,” Judge 
Diarmuid O’Scannlain wrote, “But, for 
better or for worse, the Second 
Amendment does protect a right to 
carry a firearm in public for self- 
defense.” 

State Attorney General 
Russell Suzuki said the ruling would 
“undermine Hawaii’s strong gun control 
law and our commitment to protect the 
public.” He added that state and local 
authorities would consult on what 
further action to take. 

The 9th Circuit ruled in 
2016 that the Second Amendment did 
not guarantee a right to carry 
concealed firearms in public in a case 
originating in Southern California. The 
U.S. Supreme Court declined to rule on 
that decision last year. 

Laws on openly carrying 
firearms vary widely by state and type 
of gun. The most restrictive are 
California, Florida, Illinois and the 
District of Columbia, which generally 
prohibit people from openly carrying 
any sort of firearm, according to the 
Giffords Law Center to Prevent Gun 
Violence, a nonprofit policy 
organization that favors greater gun 
control. 

In 2008, the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled for the first time that the 
Second Amendment protected an 
individual’s right to keep guns at home 
for self-defense. 

The Second Amendment 
was adopted in 1789 and reads: “A well 
regulated Militia, being necessary to 
the security of a free State, the right of 
the people to keep and bear Arms, 
shall not be infringed.” - July 24, 2018 


Shock study: U.S. had far 
fewer mass shootings than 
previously reported 

A shock 2016 study argued 
that the U.S. accounted for nearly one- 
third of all mass shootings, sparking 
global headlines about the dangers of 
an American gun culture. 

Now another researcher 
says the original study “botched” the 
data. 

John R. Lott Jr., president 
of the Crime Prevention Research 
Center, said that the U.S. had less than 
3 percent of the world’s mass public 
shootings over a 15-year period. 

That is way less than the 31 
percent of global mass shooters that 
Adam Lankford, a professor at the 
University of Alabama, claimed in his 
widely publicized studies. 

“The United States, when I 
go through this, ranks 58th in the world 
in the rate of mass public shootings 
and 62nd in the world in terms of 
murders from mass public shootings,” 
Mr. Lott said 

Mr. Lott said he tried to get 
Mr. Lankford to disclose his data but 
the professor won’t share it with him or 
other researchers, making it impossible 
to figure out why Mr. Lott’s numbers 
are so different. 

Mr. Lankford’s research, 
first released in 2015 and presented to 
the American Sociological Association 
in 2016, garnered stories from dozens 
of newspapers, among others, that said 
it was proof, as CNN put it, that “the 
U.S. has the most mass shootings.” 

Mr. Lankford studied the 
period from 1966 to 2012 using data 
from the NYC Police Department’s 
active shooter report, a 2014 FBI active 
shooter report and some foreign 
accounts. 

He identified 292 incidents 
worldwide in which at least four people 
were killed — the FBI’s definition of a 
mass murder. Of those, 90 were in the 
U.S. — 31 percent of the total among 
171 countries. 

Yet he has failed to post the 
data on all 292 shootings. Early 
academic critics said it’s easy to find 
data for U.S. shootings but trickier for 
tracking incidents in foreign countries. 

Mr. Lott, meanwhile, turned 
to data from the University of 
Maryland’s Global Terrorism Database 
and followed up with Nexis and web 
searches to try to catch cases that the 
database missed. 

He said good data exist 
only for recent years, so he looked from 
1998 to 2012 and found 1,491 mass 
public shootings worldwide. Of those, 


only 43 — or 2.88 percent — were in 
the U.S. Divide that by per capita rates, 
and the U.S. comes in 58th, behind 
Finland, Peru, Russia, Norway and 
Thailand — though worse than France, 
Mexico, Germany and the UK. 

Looked at from the number 
of victims in those shootings, the U.S. 
again ranks low, with just 2.1 percent of 
mass shooting deaths, Mr. Lott said. 

He has released a 451- 
page appendix detailing each of the 
shootings and his thoughts on how he 
classified it, and he shared his data 
with other academics, including, he 
said, Mr. Lankford. 

The professor, though, told 
The Washington Times, “I am not 
interested in giving any serious thought 
to John Lott or his claims.” 

Another professor, Carl 
Moody, an economist who studies 
crime at the College of William & Mary 
in Virginia, said Mr. Lott got it right. 

“When I saw John Lott’s 
paper, I went to the Global Terrorism 
Database ... and counted the number 
of mass shootings in the U.S. 
compared to everywhere else. Lott is 
right,” he said by email. 

Mr. Lott said his study still 
overstates the U.S. problem compared 
with the rest of the world. 

He said it’s easy to get 
good data about shootings in the U.S., 
but tracking down attacks in far corners 
of the globe is tough. In some 
countries, he said, violence is so 
common that shootings of four people 
— the minimum for a mass public 
attack — merits little or no coverage. 

Then there are places such 
as the Solomon Islands that suppress 
news reports “The police made it clear 
that since their nation gets most of its 
revenue from tourism, they saw little 
benefit to providing this information,” he 
said. - Washington Times Aug. 29, 
2019 

US violent crime and murder 
down after two years of 
increases 

Violent crime and murder 
decreased slightly in the US in 2017 
after two years of increases, according 
to new FBI data. 

The murder rate, of 5.3 per 
100,000 residents, dropped from 5.4 
last year, about half what it was during 
the early 1990s. The estimated violent 
crime rate fell 0.9% compared with last 
year. 

These very slight decreases 
are not enough to return the US to the 
record low violence levels of the middle 
years of the Obama presidency. Nearly 




3,000 more Americans were murdered 
in 2017 than in 2013, driving a murder 
rate about 17% higher than five years 
ago. 

About 73% of US murders 
are committed with guns, a proportion 
that has increased in recent years. 

The new FBI data marks an 
end to two years of sharp increases in 
US murder. Donald Trump seized on a 
10.8% increase in total murders in 
2015, the biggest single-year jump 
since the early 1970s. 

The 2015 and 2016 murder 
increases, which were driven in part by 
large spikes in murder in Chicago and 
Baltimore, fueled a partisan debate 
over whether police violence towards 
unarmed African Americans, or 
widespread protests against police 
violence and “demonization” of the law 
enforcement, might have led to an 
increase in community violence.

Federal suit against VA city, 
police dismissed 

A federal judge on Tuesday 
dismissed a lawsuit filed against the 
city of Charlottesville, its former police 
chief and the former superintendent of 
the Virginia State Police after the 
deadly white nationalist rally in the city 
last summer. 

Robert Sanchez Turner 
alleged that local and state police 
commanders violated his and others’ 
civil rights by failing to prevent the 
violence that day. 

Turner alleged that he was 
the victim of violence that was 
witnessed by officers who did nothing 
to stop the fracas that ensued for 
nearly an hour before authorities 
declared the event to be an unlawful 
assembly and ordered everyone in and 
around Emancipation Park to disperse. 

“Plaintiff's claims share a 
common question: whether there is 
constitutional duty under the 
Fourteenth Amendment for the police 
to intervene to protect a citizen from 
criminal conduct by third parties,” 
Judge Norman K. Moon’s opinion says. 

“Because I find this duty is 
not ‘clearly established,’ his claims are 
barred by qualified immunity." 

Qualified immunity shields 
government officials in certain 
instances from being sued over 
incidents that occur while they are 
acting within their official capacities.

Largest gun control group in 
US looks to veterans for 
support, advice

WASHINGTON — Since 
the mass killing at Marjory Stoneman 
Douglas High School in Parkland, Fla., 
more veterans are bucking their pro¬ 
gun stereotype and calling for gun 
reform, citing their combat experience 
and firearm expertise as reasons why 
their opinions should carry weight. 

The movement spread in 
February from veterans posting on 
Twitter and writing commentaries in 
major news publications to a loose 
coalition formed under the title Vets for 
Gun Reform. When more than one 
million people across the country rallied 
against gun violence at the March for 
Our Lives this spring, some veterans 
grouped together to join the protests. 

Anthony Swofford, a Marine 
Corps veteran and author of the 2003 
memoir Jarhead, also got behind the 
push for gun reform. 


“I think the civilian world 
could learn some important lessons 
from that military experience of training, 
safety and accountability - that’s part 
of the reason I felt compelled to lend 
my voice to this work.” 

Everytown for Gun Safety, 
the country's largest gun control 
advocacy organization, announced 
Wednesday that it created a veterans 
advisory council to lend support and 
advice. 

Everytown, financially 
backed by former NYC Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg, was created following the 
deadly shooting at Sandy Hook 
Elementary School in Newtown, Conn. 
The conglomerate includes Moms 
Demand Action for Gun Sense in 
America, which comprises volunteers 
across the country who protest gun 
violence. 

To start, 20 veterans will be 
part of the advisory council. One of 
them, Marine Corps veteran Alonzo 
Neese, resigned his membership to the 
National Rifle Association this week. 

Matt McTighe, chief 
operating officer of Everytown, 
asserted the NRA was attempting to 
“claim a monopoly on the voices of 
veterans." Veterans regularly appear in 
NRA advertisements and the 
organization’s television platform, 
NRATV, proclaiming gun control efforts 
as anti-military.”

Does anti-gun Chicago 
priest Michael Pfleger, senior pastor at 
the St. Sabina Catholic Church, have 
armed security? 

A lot of people want to know 
the answer, and the Citizens 
Committee for the Right to Keep and 
Bear Arms has called on the Chicago 
Archdiocese to "conduct a full, impartial 
and public investigation" after police 
arrested a man outside of Pfleger’s 
church. The man had a firearm but he 
did not have the required Firearm 
Owner's Identification (FOID) card to go 
with it. This fellow's card expired last 
year, according to Chicago City Wire. 

"A church spokesperson 
has said the man is not a 'bodyguard,'" 
noted CCRKBA Chairman Alan 
Gottlieb. "Well, we want to know 
exactly what he was doing outside that 
church, with a firearm, since he's been 
described as Pfleger's security and has 
apparently been with Pfleger at several 
community events. 




"If Pfleger has an armed 
bodyguard while he travels around 
pushing to disarm everyone else," 
Gottlieb said, "then he is a hypocrite." 

Hypocrisy runs deep among 
liberal anti-gunners.

Drone Gets First Air-to-Air Kill 
in Training Exercise

NATIONAL HARBOR, Md. - 
- An MQ-9 Reaper drone has bagged 
its first air-to-air kill of another small, 
aerial vehicle in a controlled simulation, 
an official revealed to Military.com this 
week. 

The successful test late last 
year showed the U.S. Air Force that an 
unmanned vehicle like the MQ-9 has 
the ability to conduct air-to-air combat, 
much like its manned fighter brethren 
such as an F-15 Eagle or F-22 Raptor, 
according to Col. Julian Cheater, 
commander of the 432nd Wing at 
Creech Air Force Base, Nevada. 

The effort is key to preparing 
for the next big aerial war against near¬ 
peer threats such as Russia or China, 
who are advancing their skill sets not 
only in unmanned aerial vehicles but 
also in hypersonics, electronic warfare, 
lasers and missile testing, Cheater 
said. 

The MQ-9 has a payload of 
3,750 pounds and carries a 
combination of AGM-114 Hellfire 
missiles and GBU-12 Paveway II and 
GBU-38 Joint Direct Attack Munitions. 
The MQ-9's weapons load remains 
flexible, Cheater said. 

In Afghanistan the Reaper 
conducted 950 strikes, firing 
approximately 1,500 weapons, 

between January 2015 and August 
2017, according to Air Force Central 
Command statistics. 

"We specialize in urban 
settings," Cheater said. "That is an 
important capability that very few 
aircraft and aircrews have." 

"We can fly from one continent 


to the," he said. 

The Air Force recently moved 
a contingent of MQ-9s to Larisa Air 
Base in Greece for intelligence, 
surveillance and reconnaissance 
missions across Africa, according to

The Legacy of Daniel Boone

During the French and Indian 
War, 20-year-old Daniel Boone, and his 
cousin, future General Daniel Morgan, 
served as wagon drivers for the British 
in the Battle of Monongahela, July 9, 
1755. Also in that battle, was 23-year- 
old George Washington who served as 
a Colonel under British General 
Edward Braddock. 

Daniel Boone’s Quaker family 
had pioneered North Carolina’s Yadkin 
River Valley. In 1767, Boone began 
exploring Kentucky. In 1769, he 
traveled through the Cumberland Gap 
and spent two years hunting and 
trapping in eastern Kentucky with his 
friend, John Stewart. 

In 1773, Daniel Boone and 
Captain William Russell were ordered 
by Virginia's governor, Lord Dunmore, 
to settle an area called Castle Woods. 
Boone’s 17-year-old son, James, and 
Captain Russell's 17-year-old son, 
Henry, were bringing supplies to Castle 
Woods when they were ambushed by 
Indians and brutally massacred. 

Daniel Boone set off in 1775 
to survey Kentucky for the 
Pennsylvania Company. Boone erected 
a fort on the Kentucky River, which he 
named Boonesboro. 

On July 14, 1776, Boone's 
daughter Jemima and her teenage 
friends, Fanny and Betsy Callaway 
were captured by Shawnee Indians. 
Boone and his men caught up with 
them two days later, ambushed the 
Indians while they were stopped for a 
meal, and rescued the girls. 

James Fenimore Cooper drew 
from this incident in writing his classic 
book, “The Last of the Mohicans” 
(1826). 

On April 24, 1777, Shawnee 
Indians recruited by the British 
governor of Canada attacked 


Boonesboro. Led by Chief Blackfish, 
the attack was repelled, though Daniel 
Boone was shot in the leg. Settlers 
needed salt to preserve meat. In 
January 1778, having recovered from 
his wound, Boone led a party to get salt 
from Licking River. They were captured 
by Blackfish’s warriors who took some 
to Chillicothe, and others to near 
Detroit. 

Boone and his men were 
made to run the gauntlet. Adopted into 
the tribe Boone was given the 
Shawnee name Sheltowee, meaning 
“Big Turtle." On June 16, 1778, Boone 
learned that Blackfish planned to attack 
Boonesboro, so he escaped and raced 
160 miles in five days, on horseback 
then on foot, to warn the settlement. 

Beginning Sept. 7, 1778, 

Boone successfully repelled the ten- 
day siege by Chief Blackfish’s warriors. 

In the autumn of 1779, Boone 
led another party of immigrants to 
Boonesboro, among whom, according 
to tradition, was the family of Abraham 
Lincoln’s grandfather. 

Daniel Boone joined General 
George Rogers Clark’s invasion of 
Ohio, fighting the Battle of Piqua on 
Aug. 7, 1780. 

Boone was promoted to 
Lieutenant Colonel in the Fayette 
County militia, November 1780. 

In April 1781, Boone was 
elected as to Virginia’s General 
Assembly, and as he traveled to 
Richmond to take his seat, British 
dragoons under Colonel Banastre 
Tarleton captured him near 
Charlottesville. The British released 
Boone on parole, and not long after 
Cornwallis surrendered at Yorktown in 
October 1781. 

Boone returned to Kentucky, 
and though Cornwallis had 
surrendered, some British continued to 
fight, in one of the last battles of the 
Revolution, the Battle of Blue Licks, 
Aug. 19, 1782. In November 1782, 
Daniel Boone was a part of the last 
major campaign of the war with Clark's 
expedition into Ohio.... 

Daniel Boone died September 

26, 1820.
